The Administration is moving slowly and surely to rid 
the government service of those appointees whose allegiance is 
first to the New Jersey politician. 
Tumulty has had his day, and 
it is admitted that it was a glorious one so far as the garnering of 
pelf was concerned. 
As private secretary of the President Ii" 
reaped his harvest in Federal appointments for a large personal 
fellowing, and dictated policies inspired more by his private sym 
pathies than by any regard for the national welfare. 
Tumulty is not a political asset to the Democratic party, nor 
is he a fr eud of the public welfai * as one who intermeddles in pub­ 
lic affairs and offices. 
The party and tin* public, commenting on 
the* rift between Mr. Wilson and his late secretary, will undoubt­ 
edly side with the former and say “good riddance” to the hitter.
